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Park To Offer Bo at Do ck, Camping Sites

Dix o n will hav e a state park 
co mplete with 
a 
family play ­ 
gro und, bo at do ck, picnic area, 
o v ernight camping facilities, 
a 
co ncessio n area and mo re than 
180,000 trees to enhance its ap­ 
peal o n 600 acres o f farm land 
at Dix o n State Scho o l. 
The land has been transferred 
to the Department o f Co nserv a­ 
tio n which has already begun the 
primary stages o f the pro ject, 
the co st o f which is estimated at 
mo re than o ne-half millio n do llars. 
The 600-acre site which will 
hav e 
an 
entrance o n 
Brinto n 
Av enue, swing acro ss Fo rest Av e­ 
nue and fro nt the Ro ck Riv er, has 


already been seeded fo r grass, 
acco rding to Rudo lph Dumer, as­ 
sistant superv iso r in charge o f 
field o peratio ns fo r the Div isio n 
o f Parks and Memo rials. 
Seeks Co ntracto r 
Dumer also said the department 
is currently adv ertising fo r a 
“ custo m planting’’ co ntracto r fo r 
180,000 trees to be planted in the 
early spring at a rate o f 60,000 
trees a week. 
He said Asst. State Fo rester, 
Fred Seimert will arriv e at DSS 
fro m Springfield so o n, to go o v er 
the area and set up and stake o ut 
bo undary lines. 
As to the actual co nstructio n o f 
the park facilities, Dumer said, 


“ We hav e a general budget fro m I uses, acco rding to the adminis 
wliich we allo cate mo nies fo r 
these pro jects and when the funds 
fo r seeding and tree planting 
were allo tted, we did no t include 
the co nstructio n co sts,” he ex ­ 
plained. The mo ney fo r the actual 
co nstructio n, ho wev er, is ex pected 
to be appro priated so o n, he said. 
He estimated the co nstructio n 
wo uld begin sho rtly after a y ear, 
but added, It co uld be much so o n­ 
er. 
One o f Elev en 
DSS is o nly (me o f 11 institutio ns 
under the Department o f Mental 
Health (DMH) which has either 
co nv erted o r is in the pro cess o f 
co nv erting its farm land to o ther 


trativ e serv ice div isio n. 


Included in the farm co nv ersio n 
pro gram is the Chicago State Ho s­ 
pital, who se farm land, o nce used 
as a truck v egetable farm, is 
no w the site o f the state’s first 
co mpleted Mental Health Zo ne 
building. 


Two o ther state ho spital farms 
at East Mo line and J ackspnv ille 


Map o f Pro po sed 
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and the farm at Linco ln State 
Scho o l are being leased o ut. 
The mo ney taken in is placed 
into the state general rev enue 
fund. And, plans are in pro gress 
to co nv ert these lands to o ther 
uses also , acco rding to DMH. 
Po rtio ns o f farm area at Kan­ 
kakee State Ho spital will also be 
transferred to the Department of 
Co nserv atio n within a y ear. 
A public park is ex pected to be 
co nstructed there also , a depart­ 
ment spo kesman said. 
Elgin Farm Land 
Two hundred and thirty acres 
o f farm land at Elgin State Ho s­ 
pital has been transferred to the 


city fo r use o f a junio r co llege 
and a go lf co urse. 
Peo ria State Ho spital has trans­ 
ferred 236 acres o f their farm 
land to the Peo ria Pleasure Driv e 
Co mmissio n which will use the 
pro perty fo r a go lf co urse and a 
public park. 
“ This was an ex change o f land 
fo r the right-o f-way o f an inter­ 
state highway ,” the administra­ 
to r serv ices ex plained. 
Alto n State Ho spital leased 18 
acres o f land to the niino is Yo uth 
Co mmissio n, but ano ther pro ject 
is in the making, the department 
spo kesman said.

Public co ncern o v er a threat­ 
ened red measle epidemic in Il­ 
lino is has held the disease pret­ 
ty much in check, a atate health 
o fficial said to day . 
Dr. No rman Ro se, epidemio l­ 
o gy chief in the State Health De­ 
partment, said the large number 
o f y o ungsters v accinated against 
measles recently has curbed the 
number o f po tential cases. 
Mo re 
than 
50,000 
do ses of 
measle v accine hav e been dis­ 
tributed. to lo cal health centers 
by the State Health Department 
and 100,000 mo re do ses are o n 
o rder, Ro se said. 


“ We had no idea the demand 
wo uld be so great,” Ro se said. 


The number o f cases o f red 
measles repo rted in Illino is dur­ 
ing an av erage y ear ranges be­ 
tween 10,000 and 12.000, Ro se 
said. Thro ugh the first sev en 
weeks o f 19 66, nearly 5,000 cases 
had been repo rted. 
Ro se, who predicted in J anu­ 
ary that Illino is might hav e a 
measle epidemic, said he still 
believ ed the state might hav e 
20.000 repo rted cases this y ear. 
“ Ho pefully , it wo n’t be a gen­ 
uine epidemic,” Ro se added. “ I 
think o ur v accine has been in­ 
strumental in ho lding do wn the 
number o f cases.” 
Illino is reco rded mo re than 
41.000 cases o f red measles in 
19 61.

Differences between the House and Senate 
versions have prevented final passage, but pros- a wm -"nuff* ' H 
pects for this session were considered good. 
In its seal to win “ home rale,” however, SNCC m

may have killed any possibility of Congressional 
action. Leaders of the militant civil rights group 
announced last week a massive boycott that would 
force local merchants to back home rale. 
Marion Barry J r., local SNCC director, said 
Washington businessmen would be asked for $160,* 
060 to fight for home rale passage. Hose mer­ 
chants who refused to ante up would be the tar-

get of a boycott by Washington's Negro community, SNCC leaders 
vowed. 
Reaction to the boycott was swift. Rep. B. F. Sisk (D.-Calif.), 
author of the House bill to give Washington home rale, announced 
that he was reconsidering his position. 
“ This is the most glaring example of outright blackmail I have 
ever seeen,” he said,-“ If this type of thing represents the leader­ 
ship of the district, f may have to reassess my thtoHwg as to wheth­ 
er there is responsible leadership here to undertake self-govern-

Joseph Ranh Jr., chairman of the district Democratic Commit­ 
tee, and a long-time home rale advocate, denounced the proposal 
as un-American. Publicly, be said the boycott would “ hurt” the 
cause of home rale.

Can anything but the federal authority oversee the 
fulfillment of that purpose? 
“ Some advocates of home rule say that anyone who disagrees 
With them can bo motivated only by racial bigotry. It's an old 
tactic, and n dishonest one. Let us be quite clear about this. H e 
reason one should think carefully about turning this city over to 
(he people who live in it is not that a large proportion of them are 
Negroes. The reason is that they happen to live in Washington, 
D.C., the capital of these United States, which is, and ought to re­ 
mai n, a different sort of city.” 
There is, too, the question of finandng local government in the 
District of Columbia. A city coundl could hardly tax the federal 
government — the city’s only real industry. Washington tried “ home 
rule'’ little more than a century ago. H e city went bankrupt try­ 
ing to provide service for its people. So Congress took over in 1874 
with the present commission setup, the federal government under­ 
taking to share regularly in the dty’s costs. 
tacal opponents of home rale believe that If Congress were 
relieved of the day-by-day responsibility for the District of Columbia, 
ft would be tempted to wash its hands of financial responsibility for 
It. And the District of Columbia would end np on the financial rocks 
onee again.

Viral p neu monia has been giv ­ 
en as the cau se of Hedda Hop ­ 
p er’s death. Little was heard of 
this disease u ntil abou t 25 y ears 
ago and there is still mu ch that 
we don’t know abou t it. 
Most doctors now like to grou p 
•cu te v iral resp iratory diseases 
u nder a single heading althou gh 
abou t 70 different v iru ses cau s­ 
ing these diseases hav e been 
identified and the diseases them­ 
selv es range all the way from 
inap p arent 
infections to 
mild 
colds to p neu monia 
One difficu lty is that there is 
no way to recognize from the 
sy mp toms or the cou rse of these 
diseases what v iru s is resp onsible. 
H is can be determined only by 
comp licated and ex p ensiv e lab­ 
oratory p rocedu res that are not 
done rou tinely . It is, howev er, 
p retty well-established that these 
v iru ses are transmitted chiefly 
throu gh the air in drop lets from 


a cou gh or sneeze or in du st. 
Ex p osu re to inclement weath­ 
er will not p rov oke an attack. 
In fact, y ou are mu ch more 
likely to get the disease in a 
crowded bu s or an office, store 
or theater. 
Viral p neu monia, u nlike bac­ 
terial p neu monia, is a slow start­ 
er. H e v ictim may comp lain of 
a common cold for sev eral day s 
then dev elop a fev er of 102 or 
103 degrees with headache, loss 
of ap p etite and general lassitu de. 
H e shaking chills of bacterial 
p neu monia are not seen bu t the 
v ictim becomes short of breath 
and has a cou gh which, in the 
early stages, fails to raise any 
sp u tu m. H e diagnosis is often 
u ncertain u ntil an X-ray film is 
made, rev ealing p art of the lu ng 
to be consolidated. 
Desp ite the fact that the anti­ 
biotics that hav e sav ed liv es of 
many v ictims of bacterial p neu ­ 
monia are of no v alu e here, the 
disease u su ally ru ns a benign

In 1959 Dorticos was named 
p resident of Cu ba, a title of du ­ 
biou s imp ortance u nder Castro. 
Bu t since mid-19 6 4 he’s also been 
economics minister and director 
of the Central Board of Planning. 
He has rep laced Che Gu ev ara 
as Cu ba’s economic czar. 
According to rep orts reaching 
here from Cu bans close to the 
inside. Dorticos is liked by the 
Ru ssians as a man more moder­ 
ate and easier to deal with than 
Fidel Castro. 
He follows the Sov iet economic 
line. He’s u sing his influ ence to 
re-emp hasize su gar and agricu lt­ 
u re generally . He’s going slow mi 
indu strial dev elop ment — where 
Gu ev ara trip p ed u p badly (Mos­ 
cow fou ght Gu ev ara’s ideas.) 
Dorticos is rep ortedly becoming 
so p op u lar that ru mors are cir­ 
cu lating in Cu ba that Castro is 
jealou s and abou t to make him 
the scap egoat for Cu ba’s con­ 
tinu ed economic bobbling. 
A letter ou t erf Cu ba recently 
say s, “It looks as thou gh Osv aldo 
Dorticos is the nex t one in tu rn 
to be p u rged. . . ” 
Some U.S. ex p erts think these 
ru mors shou ld be discou nted heav ­ 
ily . Dorticos, they say , is too 
loy al to Castro and too smart to 
be cau ght. 
Thou gh he looks like a man 
abou t town, Dorticos is self-ef­ 
facing and alway s carefu l to defer 
to Fidel. 
In Cu ba, Dr. Dorticos is called 
a “sp oon”—meaning he lacks the 
sharp , cu tting aggressiv eness of 
a “knife” or a “fork.” 
In this way , Dorticos has man 
aged to keep ou t of the bitter 


u ndercov er stru ggle raging be­ 
tween the men who were Com­ 
mu nists before Castro and the 
“newcomers” who came in with 
the rev olu tion. 
H e old Commu nists, by and 
large, didn’t su p p ort Castro at the 
beginning. H eir loy alty is su s­ 
p ected by the newcomers. H e old 
Commu nists, in tu rn, consider the 
newcomers as op p ortu nists and 
not real Commu nists at heart. 
Dorticos is an old Commu nist. 
He was secretary of the p arty in 
Cienfu egos. Bu t he was one of the 
v ery early Castro men and in 
the rev olu tion from the beginning. 


He has managed to keep hie 
feet in both camp s. 
He p racticed law from 1941 to 
1952, was at one time p resident 
of the Hav ana Bar Association. 
In 1952, he went u ndergrou nd to 
light Batista. 
Dorticos is said to be an able 
administrator, bu t Cu ba’s eco- 
nomy is so badly ailing and rem­ 
edial p rograms so su bject to 
Castro’s whims, that he is not 
ex p ected to tu rn the tide. 
Analy sts here think Dorticos, 
howev er, may be able to see that 
Cu ba’s economy goes downhill 
more slowly than in recent y ears.

Under ex isting law, 2,000,000 
elderly Americans who hav e not 
been insu red by Social Secu rity 
will be requ ired to take loy alty 
oaths in order to qu alify for 
Medicare benefits. It’s a requ ire­ 
ment that’s being widely criticized 
as an affront to their dignity , 
imp ly ing as it does su sp icion of 
their loy alty . 
Giv en the p ecu liar p aranoia of 
ou r time, I can’t see how swear 
ing allegiance to one’s fellow 
Americans is the affront that 
so many good Americans think 
it is. 
Loyalty oaths are crazy things 
for laws to demand as all that 
a really disloyal person has to 
do to get by them Is to per­ 
jure himself and swear a loyal­ 
ty he doesn’t feel. But their 
craziness shouldn't be the only 
concern of the sane individual 
American who is asked to take 
one. His concern, especially if 
he’s reached the grown-up age 
of 65, should include compassion 
for those suspidon-haunted law­ 
makers and fellow citizens who 
so desperately’ need his loyalty 
oath’s assurance that he is not 
a member of the “ Communist 
conspiracy.” 
H at we shou ld giv e these su s­ 
p icion-hau nted p eop le ou r com 
p assionate obedience, I know, is 
a nov el idea. Bu t its nov elty 
doesn’t make it u nreasonable. 
Demand ers of loy alty oaths 
don’t demand them ju st for the 
fu n of it. Hey tru ly feel them 
selv es threatened by the p robabil­ 
ity that we intend to blow u p the 
Cap itol in behalf of Karl Marx . 
None of u s cou ld p ossibly feel 
ou rselv es threatened by su ch a 
remote p robability u nless we had 
alway s felt ou rselv es threatened 
by other terrify ing, u ncontrollable 
betray als. 
You simp ly don’t see an agent 
of Peking with bombs in both 
p ockets in the ailing p erson of a 
6 5-y ear-old brother American who 
needs Medicare u nless y ou hav e 
been made so chronically ap p re­ 
hensiv e of imminent destru ction 
that y ou can no longer see the 
difference between reality and 
what y ou r inflamed imagination 
has constru cted. By the age of 
65, we shou ld be able to u nder­ 
stand this. In p ity for the strain 
u nder which these hau nted p eop le 
liv e, we ou ght to do what we can 
to relax it by giv ing them all the 
loy alty oaths they want. 
It’s nice of so many Americans 
to feel such outrage at this con­ 
dition of the Medicare law. May­ 
be they ought to put the outrage 
aside for a minute to consider 
how many betrayals of trust must 
have been suffered by these loyal­ 
ty oath seekers who so need ou r 
p romise that we’re not going to 
hurt them. Hey merit ou r equal 
compassion. They've had awful 
lives.

Many administratio n and legis 
lative o fficials no w' are beginning 
to view insurance as an impo rtant

o ne o f the natio n’s majo r so cial 
ills. 
So me 49.000 Americans were 
killed in traffic accidents last 
y ear—a figure ro ughly 24 times 
greater than all U.S. fatalities in 
Viet Nam. Ano ther fo ur millio n 
Americans were injured. 
Eco no mic Lo ss 
Eco no mic lo ss fro m traffic ac­ 
cidents in 1965 is estimated at 
$11.2 billio n—twice the amo unt the 
United States will spend nex t fis­ 
cal y ear o n its space pro gram. 
No t o nly is Co ngress interested 
in auto insurance, but numero us 
p r i v a t e 
studies 
have 
been 
launched o utlining new appro ach­ 
es to meeting claims o f perso ns 
injured in accidents. 
Tho ugh the Supreme Co urt 
ruled in 1944 that the insurance 
industry was subject to federal 
regulatio n, Co ngress the fo llo w­ 
ing y ear returned this jurisdic­ 
tio n to die states in the McCar- 
ran Act. 
But facts revealed by the Anti- 
Trust and Mo no po ly Sub-co mmit­ 
tee, which has held hearings o n 
the pro blem since 1958, sho w that 
in many areas state regulatio n 
o f the insurance industry is vir­ 
tually no n-ex istent. 
Latest Hearing 
The latest o f these hearings, 
held by a special gro up under 
Sen. Tho mas Do dd, D-Co nn., co n­ 
centrate o n high-risk auto insur­ 
ance. Do dd co ntends that individ­ 
ual states are no t effectively 
co ping with the co mplex financial 
pro blems created by an inter­ 
state business.

bo o ks o f five o ther co mpanies in 
different states, also listed as 
assets. 


In the last two y ears, 31 o f 350 
high-risk firms have go ne into 
receivership.

firms—as custo dians o f funds en­ 
trusted to them by the public— 
sho uld fail at a lo wer rate than 
the natio nal average. Yet the rate 
fo r high-risk firms is better than 
seven times higher than the 1.2 
per cent average fo r businesses 
as a who le o ver the last two 
y ears.

Many o f the high-risk firms 
have co mplicated financial links 
with similar firms in o ther states. 
The co llapse o f The American 
Allied Insurance Co . in Minneso ta 
last summer triggered the failure 
o f six o ther high-risk firms. 


A do zen o r so o f the 58 high- 
risk failures were selling po licies 
in mo re than 30 states. One o f 
them o perated in all 50 states. 
Do dd’s gro up was specifically 
attempting to find o ut if the 
states were effectively regulating 
fo r so lvency and whether respo n­ 
sible mo to rists co uld o btain ade­ 
quate 
co verage 
at 
reaso nable 
rates. 


Bo th “ regulatio n” and “ rea­ 
so nable rates” hav e been lo ng­ 
time bugabo o s o f the entire auto 
insurance industry , which has 
co nstantly maintained that its 
rates are inadequate. At least 
a do zen states appro v ed rate 
increases last y ear. 


Reject Pro po sals 
Fo ur states—Vermo nt. Kentuc­ 
ky , So uth Dako ta and Mary land- 
rejected increase pro po sals. The 
Mary land insurance co mmissio ner 
based his rejectio n o n gro unds 
the industry failed to include part 
o f its investment inco me amo ng 
pro fits and, in general, o verstated 
its lo sses. 


The industry also has main­ 
tained that state regulatio n, guar­ 
anteed by the McCarran Act, is 
adequate. But the act granted 
o nly a co nditio nal delegatio n o f 
autho rity to the states which co uld 
be reco nsidered 
if the states 
sho wed an inability to serve the 
public interest. 
Tho ugh Dddd’s gro up co ncen­ 
trated o n the high-risk segment, 
the tro ubles there appear to be 
o f an o verall pro blem .facing the 
insurance industry , its regulato rs 
and the general public.

A — No. If she has income, y ou 
may only claim her ex emp tion 
when y ou file a joint retu rn and 
inclu de her income — and dedu c­ 
tions. if y ou claim them — on that 
retu rn.

Q—I made less than $10.000 last 
y ear, inclu ding interest on a sav ­ 
ings accou nt. Will I be able to 
u se the short form when I file? 
A — Assu ming y ou are other­ 
wise qu alified, y ou can u se the 
card form 1040A if all bu t $200 or 
less of y ou r income consisted of 
wages rep orted on withholding 
statements and the remainder 
consisted of either wages not re­ 
p orted on withholding statements, 
div idends or interest. 
If any of y ou r income came 
from a cap ital gain, for ex amp le, 
y ou cou ld not u se the short form.

Q — What do y ou hav e to do 
to be able to claim someone as a 
dep endent? I su p p ort my mother’s 
brother bu t I’v e been told that I 
can’t claim him since he’s not a 
member of my hou sehold. 
A — Since y ou r u ncle is one of 
the blood relations listed in the 
law, he need not be a member of 
y ou r hou sehold to qu alify as a 
dep endent. You mu st meet the 
ether requ irements, too, howev er.

Medicine and 
dru g ex p ense mu st ex ceed 1 p er 
cent of adju sted gross income 
before inclu sion in medical ex ­ 
p ense for the 3 p er cent redu c­ 
tion.

Because many people continue 
to confuse the mentally retarded 
with the insane, it may be diffi­ 
cult for citizens to understand the 
logic in making public facilities 
available at DSS. 
But retardates are not “ insane” , 
nor are they generally violent. 
On the contrary, the majority 
are as meek and require as much 
attention and loving understand­ 
ing as children whose mental age 
the retardate match. 
Mental Age 
While most of the retardates, 
chronologically, are as old as 70, 
their mental ages remain similar 
to children from, say, seven to 15 
years. 
It is far easier to deal with re­ 
tardates than it is to deal with 
some citizens in the community, 
according to David Edelson, DSS 
superintendent. 
This park will afford the resi­ 
dents of DSS an opportunity to 
come into more frequent contact 
with 
the public, and as mast 
“ children” are wont to do, will 
emulate the people whom they 
meet and like, the superintendent 
explained. 
■“ There will be persons who will 
continue to shun and ‘fear’ the 
retardate because of a lack of 
understanding, unfortunately these 
people will not make good ex­ 
amples for the residents to learn 
from,” Edelson continued.

Undefeated teams which have survived the tournament trail to 
a state championship were Tay lorville. whicht captured 45 straight 
in 1944, Mt. Vernon, which won 33 in a row in 1950. LaGrange, 
which had 29 straight in 1953, Marshall (Chicago) which won 30 
consecutive games in 19 58, and Collinsville, which won 32 games 
without losing in 1951. 
Fiv e o ther teams went into the champio nship final undefeated, 
o nly to meet first lo sses. In 1922 Atwo o d’s perfect reco rd was 
nipped by Centralia, 24 -16 . Decatur did it to Danv ille, 26 -33 in 1936, 
while in 1942 Paris, prev io usly unbeaten, fell befo re Centralia, 35-33. 
Do Sahle o f Chicago had a perfect mark o f 31 straight in 1954, but 
lo st to Mt. Verno n, 76-70. Co llinsv ille wo n 34 straight games in 1957 
befo re lo sing to Herrin. 4 5-42.
